G. S. R. 378(E).—In exercise of ithe powers confer¬ 
red by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act," 
1955 (10 Of 1955), the Central Government hereby 
makes the followinjj Order further to amend the 
Solvent-Extracted Oil, Dc-oiled Meal and Edible 
Flour (Control) Order, 1967, namely ; — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Solvent-Ex¬ 
tracted Oil, De-oiled Meal and Edible Flour (Control) 
Amendment Order, 1986. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Solvent-Extracted Oil, De-oiled Meal and 
Edible Flour (Control) Order, 1967.—

" 2 . Definitions”—^In this Order, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Controller” means the person appointed as 
the Vegetable Oils and Vegetable Oil Pro¬ 
ducts Controller for India by the Central 
Government and includes any person autho¬ 
rised by the Controller to exerdse all or any 
of the powers of the Controller under this 
Order; 

(b) “de-oiled mtfal” means the residual material 
left over when oil is extracted by a solvent 
from any oil-bearing material; 

(c) “edible flour” means the edible ground 
material prepared from deoiled meal which 
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is Seriv]^ f!cDin dlcakes or oilseeds or oil- 
bearing materials as a result of solvent ex¬ 
traction 'Of oil from such materials; 

(d) “factofy” means any premises (including the 
precincts thereof) wherein, or in any part of 
which, one or more of the following is or¬ 
dinarily manufactured, namely solvent- 
extracted oil, de-oiled meal or edible flour; 

(e) “licensee” means a producer to whom a 
licence is granted under this order; 

(f) “licensing oflScer” means an officer appointed 

by the Central Government to exercise the 
powers of the licensing officer under this 
Order; 

(g) “‘producer” means a person carrying on the 

business of manufacturing one or mors of 
the following namely, solvent-extracted oil, 
de-oiled meal or edible flour, either in his 
own factory or in the factory of any other 
person, acting on his behalf; 

(h) ‘rcflniflg” means a process by which a sol¬ 
vent extracted oil is deacidified— 

(i) with alkali, or 

(ii) with physical refiffing, or both, or
